Detroit Turns to Water | 
De Palma Comes Through

VER the Labor Day holiday stretch the automobile 
industry, so far as Detroit was concerned, went on the 
| water wagon. Don’t mistake me—I don’t mean what you 

think I mean. What I am trying to get at is that every auto- 
| mobile magnate who either owns a motor yacht or speed 
| boat or who could get an invitation to be a guest: on some of 
r the magnificent craft which decorate the Detroit River. was 
vat the annual motor boat regatta of the Detroit Yacht Club, 
‘the feature of which was the Harmsworth Cup, an interna- 
tional trophy long held by the veteran Gar Wood and which 
has been coveted by Miss Betty Carstairs from England. 
At the regatta you couldn’t turn around without bumping 


‘into some prominént figure in the automobile industry. 
* 


HILE watching the battle for the Harmsworth Cup 
one could not help thinking back to the early histery 
of the race. I was one of them, and, going through Eddie 
Edenburn’s story of the cup race’s past, my memory. was 
stirred by discov ering that the American w ho first invaded 
‘England and brought the cup to this side of the Atlantic 
was none other than Ed J. Schroeder, a New Jersey sports- 
man, who had a lot to do with making early American auto- 
mobile racing history too. 

Before he took up automobile racing, however, he was 
a motor boat enthusiast. He aimed to win this Harmsworth 
Cup and he built the Dixie as a challenger. H. M. Crane, 
now General Motors great engineer, built the engine for the 
boat. At that time Mr. Crane was making the Crane Car, 
which afterward became the Crane-Simplex, a $20,000 
creation. Mr. Crane put his engine in the Dixie and Mr. 
Schroeder took the boat across and brought back the cup, 
which he successfully defended the following year. 

Then he turned his attention to automobile racing. He 
did not drive himself—he was one of those sportsmen who 
delight in backing a winner and seeing his colors carried to 
victory. He it was who imported the Mercedes, which was 
piloted by Ralph De Palma in the 1912 Indianapolis race, 
The old guard will recall that sensational finish when De 
Palma, miles ahead and with only about two laps to go, 
developed ignition trouble and came pushing his car across 
the tape, a gallant loser to Joe Dawson in the Marmon.

T was this same Mercedes, only this time driven by Ralph 
Mulford, that met with this same brand of. tough Juck 
in the 1913 Indianapolis race. Jules Goux of France it was 
who won this, the first time a foreigner ever got the check- 
ered flag first Mulford in the Schroeder Mercedes was 
hanging on in second place, with only forty miles to go. 
Apparently he had second cinched. Then his gasoline tank 
went dry in the back stretch. Giant Paul Stevens of Lake 
Placid fame was the Mulford “mech” and he ran across the 
infield for more gas. He reached the pits, gasped his mes- 
sage and fainted. Gregory Flynn and another pit attendant 
carried thé relief gasoline. Mulford resumed the race, but 
seventh place was the best he could do. However, he made 
racing history by being the first driver ever to finish the 
500 miles on one set of tires, Braenders. 

Last winter at Emanuel Lascaris’ New York importers’ 
salon in the Commodore, I met up with this quiet-speken 
Schroeder, no longer a backer of cup-winning motor boats or 
racing automobiles, a Jersey gentleman content to sit on 
the side-lines and watch the speed battle. He had been 
everywhere and he had seen everything, speaking in sport- 
ing parlance.

They were given | 
no say in setting them. Their job was just to get rid of a} 
certain number of vehicle units. If they could make money | 
in doing so, well and good; if they couldn’t that was their 
horse-swap and frequently end the year poorer than they 
quota. 
Nevertheless, the dealers have got to get used to sales 
quotas and like them. This method of apportioning business 
to be done is part of the budget system and when it is prop- 
erly carried out, it works to the benefit of the dealer as well 
as to that of the manufacturer. With a scientifically allotted 
sales quota, the dealer knows how many cars he has got to 
sell and the manufacturer knows exactly what market he has) 
got for his year’s production. He can set his price accu- 
rately and not on a basis of maximum possible sales with 
every factor favorable. 

We venture to say that very few sales quotas are being 
set today without the dealer sitting in on the performance. 
Furthermore, what the dealer has to say is being listened 
to;and acted upon. It will be the dealers’ own fault if from | 
now on “sales quota” is not a welcome term instead of a 
signal for coming oppression. With a businesslike 
quota and a properly budgeted business, any dealer who fails | 
to make money had better go into some other line of effort.
